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About Our Public School in 
Dorbourville. 
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To the Editor: 

Having road in n recent issm- 
the article entitled "A Better 
System- of Public Schools Needed 
in Our Town," and fearing t hut 
it might make a false impres- 
sion on those who do not fully 
know the situation, therefore 
we, some of the members of the 
presenl hoard, desire to oiler this 
as further comment on the Bub- 
j«-ct : . 

The editor is mistaken about 
the Town Council levying the 
tax for the extension oi the 
school term, and this is prob- 
ahly the defects of the system. 
According to the statutes govern- 
ing our Public School, the mem 
hers of the school hoard levy the 
tux; and one or more members 
of this, board is elected every 
year. ThiF makes it id' a more 
uncertain nature than if the 
'ouncil did levy the tax to ex- 
■nd the term. The school sys- 
tem, as well as other systems, 

t 1- -nihility about it. 

\\ e feel that we do our sworn 
duty in the employment of 
teachers. Concerning their com- 
petency, we might say t hat for t he 
last five years — ever since any of 
the present Diem hers have been 
connected with it, the patron- 
age (T:i- increased yearly. For 
instance compare the present 
year with the lust one. The 
monthly averages for the live 
months completed this year are 
from twenty to twenty live 
greater than last year. 

We believe thafcgreat iroprove- 
ments could he #>ade, and we 
hope they will be made. Three 
f the most influential points, we 
think, are mentioned in your ar- 
ticle — a long term of pchnol. a 
permanent head, or principal, 
and an adopted course of study. 
Kut since there is a change in 
the members of the board every 
year, which probably determines 
the selections of all the teach- 
ers, how can these things be ? 

We should he able in some way 
VV contract with a competent 
/principal for a number of years, 
llet him lie inllueiit ial in the se- 
lection of the others teachers; 
and responsible for their work, 
outline a course of st udy and let 
the public know 1 hat t hey could 
get this course in the Public 
School. We need stability in 
the school system in order to 
gain the confidence and patron- 

uge of the public.
